QUICK WORK. 


The New Mathod 
of 
Loading 
Ships 
by Electric Power. 
A few y ears ago the idea of loading 
a ship with 2,500 tons of ilour in 21 
hours bv means of two small motors 
would have been looked upon as al)- 
6urd. 
This was done recently in Ta- 
A/ 
coma. 
Two thousand tons of cargo 
have frequently been loaded or un­ 
loaded ill a day by steam ]>ower, but 
the important factor in tbc record- 
breaking achievement at Tacoma was 
that the convevor was worked 
by 
electricity . With the apparatus wb ich 
has been designed for tliis purpose 
flour and grain can be loaded at any 
stage of the tide, and indepondently 
of the weather. If it should rain, a 
canvas is quickly spicad from the door 
of the warehouse to tlie ship’s liatch. 
W ith the svsteni of loading ordinarily 
•/ 
t 
*, 
used 18 men are required to do the 
work of one electric convey or, with 
which the hags are delivered into a 
ghip’sholdat the rate of 2,500 to 2,700 
pounds a minute, or 75 tons an liour. 
W hen extra speed is desired two con­ 
vey ors are employ ed. This was done 
when the record of 2,500 tons in 24 
hours was made. 
The electric con­ 
vey or is 40 feet long. It is moved at 
will on two wheels in the center. A 
ly -’^tirse-DOwer motor siipnlies the 


power, the current Tieing iiiken from 
the nearest electric wires. The sacks 
are placed on a revolving belt of rub­ 
ber, whicli ]iassesover 12 rollers. The 
belt is propelled by a driving wheel, 
attached to the side of the apparatus. 
The rollers are placed close enough 
together, and the belt revolves at 
siiillcient speed to carry ail 1 he wruglit 
of flour or gi'ain that can l>e ]>laeed 
upon it. The convey or works as 
well 
when placed at an angle of 15 degrees 
as when on a level.—Detroit Free 
Press.

ANOTHER RETREAT. 


Greeks Retire fro m Their Po si­ 
tio n a t Fba rsa iia . 


TUE WAR WI LL END SOON. 


The Ministers of Four of the Great 
Powers Are Instructed to Pro­ 
pose Mediation. 


Voi o, Mav 7.— The Turks yester­ 
day occupied Pharsalia, the Greek 
stronghold since t i e disastrous re­ 
treat from 
Larissa. 
Prince C o n ­ 
stantine now occupies an intrenched 
position at Com oku. 


All the ammunition and supplies 
have been transported to Domoku, 
on the heights of which the Greek 
batteries are prepared for action. 
The Turks have 
burned the vil­ 
lage of T a Tai, and have massacred 
a priest and the entire family in the 
village of Dioskani. 


It was ascertained early yester­ 
day morning that the Greeks had 
evacuated 
Pharsalia 
during 
the 
night. 
The majority of the Greek 
forces retreated on Domoku. 
The 
baggage and artillery took the main 
road and the infantry crossed the 
hills. 


Prince Constantine’s army retired 
in perfect order. 


Fighting 
proceeded briskly 
be­ 
tween 
the 
Greek 
and 
Turkish 
forces 
at 
Velestino. 
The Turks, 
noticing 
that Gen. Smolenski was 
preparing to retreat, attacked him 
in force. 


It is said the losses of the Greeks 
in the 
fighting 
at 
Velestino and 
Pharsalia yesterday were certainly 
1,000 killed and wounded, 
while 
the Turks lost fully 6,000 killed and 
wounded. 
Gen. 
Smolenski’s .brigade 
of 
Greek troops is about to retieat 
from 
Velestino. 
Smolenski 
may 
fall back on V olo and try to hold 
that place under the protection of 
the Greek fleet, or he may retreat 
on Almyro ( H alm yros) , 
with the 
view possibly of effecting a junction 
later with the main body of the 
Greek array.

Medical Society of 
Missou ri, 
in 
session here y esterday . 
The gov ­ 
ernor made answer as follows: 
‘‘These resolu tions remind me of 
some adopted by some gentlemen 
who met not many y ears ago on a 
noted 
occasion. 
They 
resolv ed 
(i), that this cou ntry is 
for the 
Lord's people; resolv ed (2), that 
we are the Lord's people,and there­ 
fore 
the 
earth 
and 
the fu llness 
thereof is ou rs, and we shall gov ern 
ou rselv es accordingly ." 
The 
gov ernor 
added: 
“ The 
allopaths are not talking abou t me 
any 
more 
bitterly than they are 
abou t themselv es, and if they can 
stand it I am su re I can. 
I nev er 
saw two of them in my life agree 
u pon any one proposition, with the 
ex ception 
of 
the 
one 
that they 
despise the 
homeopaths 
and 
all 
others 
who 
differ 
with them. 
I 
hav e, howev er,no war to make u pon 
them, and hav e treated them since 
my inau gu ration cou rteou sly at ail 
times. 
Ev ery state institu tion in 
Missou ri is in their control with the 
ex ception of the one at Fu lton. 
I 
am a natu ral born democrat, and do 
not believ e in tax ation withou t rep­ 
resentation. 
“ The homeopaths of the state pay 
from one-fou rth to one-third of the 
tax es of the state, and I think they 
are entitled to some recognition at 
my 
hands. 
The 
law 
recognizes 


them, and has giv en them represen­ 
tation on the state board of health.
